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DETAILED ACTION 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 



1 . The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claims 1-19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Iwasa et al 
(US ' 1 17), and further in view of DUOCEL ALUMINUM FOAM (IDS submitted by applicant). 



As to claims 1-4, 7-14, 16, 17, and 19, Iwasa et al disclose a method of joining a pair of 
overlapping workpieces, comprising the steps of disposing a filler material at a gap between a 
pair of overlapping workpieces, applying pressure to the workpiece so that the filler material and 
joining the workpieces together (figures 2 and 3). 

Iwasa et al fail to teach the filler material comprising a skeletal structure having porous 
region defined by solidly connected ligaments, wherein the initial density is between 2 and 50%. 
Iwasa et al also fail to teach brazing as the joining method. 

However, DUOCEL discloses a filler material, aluminum foam, comprising a skeletal 
structure having porous region defined by solidly connected ligaments, wherein the initial 
density is between 2 and 50% (page 4). DUOCEL also teaches brazing as the joining method 
(page 4, second column). DUOCEL also teaches one of the applications to be performed on 
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automobiles. DUOCEL discloses the above differences for the purpose of saving money 
compared to a solid aluminum filler (page 4, 1 st column, 2 nd paragraph). 

Therefore, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time 
applicant's invention was made to provide a porous filler as taught by DUOCEL, in Iwasa et al in 
order to save costs. 

As to claims 5, 6, 15, and 18, DUOCEL lacks the disclosure of the final density being in 
the range of 70 and 100%. 

However, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time 
applicant's invention was made to have a high final density, since at high density, both the top 
and bottom workpieces are guaranteed to have a strong bond. 



Response to Arguments 
3. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-17 and new claims 18-19 have been 
considered but are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection set forth in paragraph 2. 
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Applicant amends independent claims 1 and 14, adding new limitation, a skeletal 
structure having porous regions defined by solidly connected ligaments, which results in a new 
grounds of rejection. 



Conclusion 

4. Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in this 
Office action.
